THE killers of rookie 
policewoman Sharon 
Beshenivsky are still free 
and not among the six 
arrested. 

But the Daily Star can reveal 
that detectives know the identities 
of two prime suspects for the 
murder of 38-year-old Sharon. 

The pair being hunted have links to 
some of those held at the weekend. 

Five of the six — including two 
Somalian refugees — have now been 
released without charge. One Asian 
man, aged 31, continues to be 
questioned. 

Meanwhile police have launched a 
nationwide manhunt for two “associ- 
ates” of some of those they have been 
quizzing for the past four days. 

The pair — both “foreign nationals” — 
are linked to a drugs gang wanted for 
armed robberies across London. 


Justice 


A police source said: “We have 
identified two prime suspects. 

“We know who they are and are 
making every effort to trace 
them. There will be no hiding place — 
no escape. 

“Sharon’s murder touched the heart 
of every police officer in Britain. We 
are united as one to bring those 
responsible to justice.” 

Last night key witnesses were under 
police guard. Plain-clothes officers 
were stationed outside the home of Pc 
Teresa Milburn, 37, who was shot in 
the shoulder when she went to 
Sharon’s aid. 

Both bobbies were gunned down by 
three robbers who opened fire “like 
cowboys” as they fled a travel agency 
in Bradford, getting away with less 
than £2,000. 

Their silver 4x4 getaway car was 
one of several used by a notorious 
20-strong drugs gang based in south- 
east London. 

Within 24 hours police had arrested 


five men and a woman — 18-year-old 
Rebecca Morris — in Plumstead, 
south-east London. The woman is 
among the five since released. 

Now a recently-formed elite 
detective squad — which made an 
arrest in the Yorkshire Ripper hoaxer 
case after 26 years — has been called in 
to hunt down the wanted pair. 


Dubbed the A-Team by West 
Yorkshire Chief Constable Colin 
Cramphorn, it is made up of 250 
officers under the control of eight of 
Britain's top detectives. 

Squad leader Det Chief Supt Chris 
Gregg caught the killer of Pc Ian 
Broadhurst, 34, who hailed from the 
same West Yorkshire force as Sharon.
